He said they took the 
Bulgurs to a “lovely apart¬ 
ment” at the corner of Scott 
and Vine Streets, which in 
recent weeks has been fully 
laid out and equipped with 
furniture, clothes and house¬ 
hold items by volunteers, and 
has everything they could 
possibly need in the coming 

"We were blessed with gen¬ 
erosity, from the church and 
the community,” he said, men¬ 
tioning Shaw Festival employ¬ 
ees especially who came out 
to help. 

But as happy as the Syrians 
were with their apartment, 
they seemed not to under¬ 
stand the sponsoring process, 
he said - for one thing, they 
had no money and had no idea 
where they would get it. 

He had money to give them, 


which seemed to surprise 
them, and since their son 
arrived with a cold and cough, 
they took them to the local 
drugstore to buy medication 

Canadian currency. 

But at their apartment 
building, they met one of the 
refugee families who arrived a 
couple of months ago, so they 
will be able to talk about their 
situation and will receive tips 
from other Syrians who are 
beginning to learn the ropes, 

"They will have someone 
from their part of the world, 
who already knows a little bit 
about what goes on here, such 
as the bus lines and the gro¬ 
cery stores." 

The next step, expected 
within a few days, was to be the 
Newcomer Information Centre 
at the YMCA in St. Catharines, 
which has multilingual staff 


who can refer them to the pro¬ 
grams they need. 

The stop after that will be 
the Folk Arts Multicultural 
Centre, which arranges the 
practical help they need such 
as English classes and school 
enrolment. 

says he plans to pick them 
up and drive them around 
the area so they get a sense of 
where they are. 

He said the sponsors have 
been told to advise their Syr¬ 
ian refugees not to look for 
a job, but to concentrate on 
learning English. 

“That’s the advice we’ve 
been given, that their job for 

learn English.” 

Meanwhile, although there 
will be difficult days ahead for 
them, "they’re here, they’re 
safe, and I imagine they’ll be 
sleeping pretty soundly.”

New trails bill loses its way to common sense 


I hefiitureofawidevarietyoftrails 

X in Ontario is up in the air because 
nobody thought to consider the interests of 
the biggest stakeholders, the landowners. 

In the development of the Bill 100, 
the newtrails act, the province held 
consultations with some 250 groups. 
Landowners were not included. 

After the bill was formulated, the Ontario 
Federation of Agriculture (OFA), which 
speaks for many of Ontario’s farmers, was 
offered the opportunity to comment The 
OFA does support the act although it raised 
several concerns at that late date. 

Today the key issue taring like wildfire 
through rural Ontario is the question of 
easements on private property and what 
such easements, if granted, might mean 
down the road. 

Related is the question ofwhether 
signing an agreement for public use of 
private property technically constitutes 
granting an easement 

Trail proponents, the government and 
even the OFA say that under the act, only 
the landowner has the right specifically 
to agree to an easement, which could 
permanently open the land in question to 
public use. They quote Section 12, which 
says entering into easements is entirely 
voluntary. 

Even Michael Coteau, Ontario minister 
of tourism, culture and sport, in a letter said 
the landowners are protected. 


of the Ontario Landowners Association 
(OLA). There's a lot more to the bill than 
Section 12 and the devil is in the details. 

To begin with, Black said, there is almost 
nothing in the bill about the private 
property owners. 

The OLA boss has had discussions and 
more are in the works with government 
and trail officials. Fie points out the 


must be protected. 

Black’s organization is opposing the bill 


setting legalities aside, he said he has big 
concerns about the "common sense part 
of it” 

For example, once an easement is in 
place it can be dealt with by nominees. 
Among these are conservation authorities, 
which already are at loggerheads with 
farmers and landowners in many 
areas. There are 185 of conservation 
authorities alone. Other nominees include 
First Nations bands and aboriginal 


organizations, the Ontario Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, etc. 

Also tire bill mentions space for parking lots 
for trail users. The concerns go on and on. 

In spite of the feet trails groups disagree 
with the OLA position, the organization is 
continuing to warn private property owners 
about the legislation. As a result many are 
closing trails that cross their land. 

So here’s the mb. Ontario has had solid 
working trail systems for years developed 
by trail users and landowners working 
together. 

There is wide agreement that things were 
working just fine, thankyou verymuch 

The Bruce Trail is an example. Here’s 


private land, far from it, but landowners 


Gilhespy, executive director of the Bmce 
Trail Conservancy. 

The conservancy "has the proud 
distinction ofworking with 960 landowners 
who generously allow the Bmce Trail to 
cross their private land. Many of these 
‘handshake’ agreements have been in place 
for dose to 50 years, and the landowners 
have always had - and continue to have 
- the right to alloworwithdrawaccess at 
anytime.” 

Apparently none of the folks involved in 
drafting this legislation ever heard the old 
rural advice, "if it ain’t broke, don’t fix it”

When Tom Letson sits down 
to relax for a good read these 
days, it’s with his iPhone in his 
hand, not an actual book. 

He’s an extensive reader, 
enjoying everything from a two- 
volume biographical tome of 
Margaret Thatcher to the latest 
Michael Connelly mystery, and 
he likes to plan his reading in 
advance. He does that by hav¬ 
ing an assortment of books he 
can go to, and at the moment, as 
he sits in Mexico, where he has 
escaped at least a few weeks of 
Canadian winter, he is reading 
the first volume of the author¬ 
ized Thatcher biography. 

He will read the newly released 
hardcover when he gets home, 
borrowing it from the Niagara- 
on-the-Lake Public Library. 

But the books he reads on his 
iPhone are also available to him 
through the library, thanks to 
3M Cloud for EBooks, which the 
library has recently switched to 
from OverDrive, a rival service. 

He hasn’t bothered with an 
ebook reader - he has an app on 
his phone to access the library's 
3M service, and he finds the 


phone, which allows him to 
change font size and back-light¬ 
ing to read in any light, a con¬ 
venient and comfortable way to 

"I call it a library in a pocket,” 
he says. 

While it makes it easy for him to 
access books while he's travelling, 
thatwas only one of the factors that 


led him to ebooks, he says. 

“I wanted to get caught up 
with technology. I had an IPad 
and a laptop, but I felt it was 
time to take the plunge, so I 
bought an iPhone. The page is 
big enough to read, and I always 
have it with me.”

Growers hopeful after deep freeze

The verdict from Niaga¬ 
ra's grape and tender-fruit 
industry is mixed following 
the recent deep freeze 
Temperatures have 
dipped below -20°C in 
some parts—the threshold 
at which buds and plants 
can be damaged. 

Ryan Brewster, field serv¬ 
ices manager of grape and 
tender-fruit consultants 
KCMS Inc., said his group 
is collecting samples and 
assessing the damage. 

“Overall I am pretty opti¬ 
mistic that the damage will 
be minimal based on the 
temperatures recorded 
and our hardiness levels,” 
Brewster said. 

“Butwewillhaveamuch 
better idea once we have 
looked at all the samples 
from each growing area.” 

Brewster said there’s 
likely damage with other 
tender fruit at locations 
where the thermometer 
dipped below -22°C, but 
they are isolated to smaller 
production areas above the 



“To be honest... we 
don't know," said Hul- 
ley, pointing to concerns 
grape vines were not sub- 
ject to a gradual cool¬ 
down this winter prior to 
the cold-snap. In deeper 
cool-downs vines go into a 
certain level of sleep. 

“The more gradual it is 
and the deeper the cold 
goes, the more they sleep 
and the more protected 
they are," he said.

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Brock researchers investigate cancer-fighting potential in ice syrup

A research team and 
Niagara company are 
working to create a grape 
product with potentially 
sweet health effects. 

Brock University biologist 
Jeff Stuart has joined forces 
with Niagara-based firm 
Sweet and Sticky to research 
a syrup that could be a can- 

On Wednesday, a Brock 
group including biologist 
Jeff Stuart and students 
Shehab Selim and Bre- 
anne Gillie joined a group 
of university-industry part¬ 
ners at Toronto’s Queen’s 
Park to showcase research 
that’s focused on Sweet and 
Sticky’s Cabernet Franc and 
Vidal ice syrups. 

Stuart said their product 
is likely not something they 
could commercialize for 
at least two or more years. 
“We do need more funding, 
more grants ... more private 
money," he said. 

a research fellow with 
Brock's cool climate oenol- 
ogy and viticulture insti¬ 


tute, summarized initial 
results as “so far so good.” 

“It’s early, and we’ll 
need at least a year before 
we know exactly how eve¬ 
rything is working.” 

Ice syrup itself is a non¬ 
alcoholic product made 
from icewine grapes and 
renowned as a gourmet 

The study is exploring 
how to extract resveratrol 
and other anti-oxidant 
polyphenols found in the 
waste grape skin ’pomace’ 
and seeds left over from 
ice syrup production and 
add them back into the 
company’s syrup. 

Through this, Sweet and 
Sticky will produce a new 
product that will be a res- 
veratrol-enhanced ice 

Resveratrol itself is a 
molecule found in wine 

he°altdi n j) S ene'fUs° that 
include slowing the growth 
of some cancer cells and 
tumours. 

Stuart has also collab¬ 
orated with Sweet and 
Sticky to develop a 'green' 
extraction method that 


would avoid the use of 
environmentally-harmful 
solvents. 

Once the polyphenols 
have been extracted from 
the waste ice syrup grape 
pomace, what remains of 
the pomace is safe to com- 

Meanwhile, the water- 
based extract can then 
be safely added into any 
product — which in this 
case is ice syrup. 

The researchers believe 
this will allow them to 
produce an ice syrup that 
contains boosted levels 
of resveratrol and other 
polyphenols than are
